Hie king and queen will ar¬ 
rive on Tuesday evening, No¬ 
vember 19, and the Hyatt 
Regency R.esort will be the host 
hotel The public is asked to re- 
spect then privacy when they 
are not attending official events 

The official welcome to the 
island will take place on L.C 
Smith Boulevard, m front of 
the Parliament and Govern¬ 
ment Building at 10 DO AM on 
Wednesday morning, Novem¬

Venezuela rules out 
imminent devaluation

CARACAS (AFP) - Hie Vene¬ 
zuelan government denied yes¬ 
terday it planned to devalue its 
currency, despite a shortage of 
dollars and euros that has fu¬ 
eled demand on the black mar¬ 
ket 

A devalnation is not an the 
table," said Rafael Ramirez, 
the newly appointed vice pres¬ 
ident m charge of economic 
policy who has also long 
served as oil minister. 

We have enough foreign 
currency to ensure our eco¬ 
nomy performs well," he told 
reporters, saying Venezuela 
has reserves of $30.5 billion 

Ramirez was speaking at 
the headquarters of state oil 
giant PD VS A which he pre¬ 
sides and which accounts far 
96 percent of die country's for¬ 
eign revenues. 

He blasted private media 
for launching an "economic 


war u against Venezuela by 
warning of imminent deflation 
and suggesting the economy 
was on the verge of collapse. 

Hie decrease in inter na¬ 
tional reserves of the Central 
Bank, which dosed the quarter 
at $21 5 billion, is due to a 
drop in gold prices in interna¬ 
tional markets, Ramirez said

On Thursday, at 10 00 AM, 
a 'Royal Jump 5Jp“ will be 
conducted at the Guillermo 
Trinidad Stadium, with the 
participation of every elemen¬ 
tary school student on Aruba 
The theme is "Exercise and 
Health." Special tee shirt uni¬ 
forms featuring the royal co¬ 
lors will be distributed to all 
the school children and a diver¬ 
sity of sp ort disciplines and ac¬ 
tivities highlighted. It is 
expected that ns ally 10,000 
children will participate. 

The king and queen will 
then attend "Conversations for 
Lunch," with a select group of 
15 islanders. The luncheon 
guests will be chosen among 
those with their fingers on the 
pulse of various aspects of is¬ 
land life. Commerce, educa¬ 
tion, charity work, tourism, 
history, social issues are only 
some of the topics they will 
discuss, and how HRM 
Willem-Alexander can impact 
these aspects of island life in 
the coming year's. Organizers 
of tins event have not yet re¬ 
vealed who the participants 
will be, but assert they are 
looking towards "not the usual 
suspects" The guests will be 
those who work diligently and 
are informed, often willingly 
maintaining some anonymity.

Translating and connecting government policies 

to the citizenry

prime interest to island na¬ 
tions, who agree across the 
hoard that freedom from oil 
dependence, with its detrimen¬ 
tal effects on their economies 
as their primary energy source, 
is a driving force far policy 
making in the Caribbean.

One observance, aside from 
ideas regarding sparking the 
participation of each citizen, 
was Aruba should also be more 
vigilant about partnering with 
nearby neighbors, such as 
Venezuela, to have a "fall 
back," rather than relying 
solely on a centralized power 
source and system " You can 
have a kind of catastrophic 
"perfect storm." he explains, 
" and I have seen it happen An 
automobile has an accident 
and hits a significant pole car¬ 
rying TND wires, it causes a 
fault, one generator shuts 
down, another, like a domino 
effect, and you have a major 


blackout. If your switching ca¬ 
pacity allows you to have tins 
"extension cord " to Venezuela, 
you would be right back up 
Tins is one challenge I believe 
should be researched and dis¬ 
cussed. On the mainland U.S., 
being connected to other grids 
is part of their contingency 
planning." 

"Actually, we begantins in¬ 
terview with a word I wish to 
elaborate upon," he continued 
"That is "disconnection." You 
actually asked what I think of 
what the government of Aruba 
is articulating and saying they 
are doing versus what the av¬ 
erage Aruban sees and believes 
is happening I felt that while 
the policy is at a high level, at 
the altitude level, and has indi¬ 
vidual owners, where tilings 
are being worked dh, die edu¬ 
cation and public buy-in, and 
the measure of these, needs to 
also be addressed." 

“I find if i speak to an 
Aruban on the sh eet and I say 
"Hey, die government is going 
to reduce your carb on footprint 
to zero by TOB D, what are you 
going to do about that?" In 


these countries, I am a 
Caribbean man, so i get to sit. 
at tlie bars and talk to the help 
and patrons and ask. Hie ma¬ 
jority just look blank and say 
"what? 1 ' i had the impression 
the policy needed to address a 
public education and empow¬ 
erment gambit" 

“1 have observed, in Barba¬ 
dos for example, the answer 
would be "Hey, 1 am going to 
the bank, because they have a 
program where I can put solar 
panels on my house. If 1 put 
25Okw on my house, and I 
only use 1 0 0 My pi an i s Id s ell 
the extra to the utility and 
make money on tins." Tins is 
not on all other islands, but it 
is becoming more common." 

The otlier challenge point 
Mr Butler observed, which 
also noticed frequently by visi¬ 
tors from the U.S and Hol¬ 
land, is the lack of a uni¬ 
formed, coordinated recycling 
efforts by all the citizenry. A 
private company has a sorting 
center for the waste it collects 
from its private garbage collec¬ 
tion service Materials are 
sorted and shipped out to recy¬ 
cling plants m other locations 
W.E.B., Aruba's energy pro¬ 
vider, recently signed a con¬ 
tract tD establish a facility that 
will turn Aruba refuse into bio¬ 
diesel. 

However, veiy few of 
Aruba's resorts, which produce 
massive amounts or waste, 
have separate waste bins for 
plastics, paper and glass, 
winch would be a very good 
start on solving tins disconnec¬ 
tion. Other measures come to 
mind, such as replacing public 
waste bins around the island 
with ones which have separate 
bins to sort for recyclable ma¬ 
terials Tire Bucuti Beach Re¬ 
sort installed these years ago 
The Westm Resort, which 
hosted the event this year, also 
had divided waste bins around 


the lobby and conference area, 
but they were not there prior to 
the event. These are particu¬ 
larly needed around Aruba's 
beaches, especially in areas 
that are heavily populated with 
islanders on the weekends, 
where they picnic regularly 

“It is important to connect 
and empower the average 
Aruban so they feel responsi¬ 
ble for realizing the govern¬ 
ments policies. An aggressive 
recycling and re-using pro¬ 
gram should be in place Part 
of the plan to establish an en¬ 
ergy producing program de¬ 
ploying what is going in to 
your landfill, is to reduce what 
is going into the landfill Ras¬ 
hes, can, bottles and paper 
should be put separately from 
other refuse, I have no idea 
what you are doing about your 
used tires...It did not seem to 
me that, an area of the policy 
addressed that, and that is an 
empowering mechanism, it is 
a responsibility mechanism to 
dovetail on tins point." 

'Legislatively, if you are re¬ 
quired to separate your trash 
when putting it. out for collec¬ 
tion, or save your plastic bot¬ 
tles, or pay deposit on cans and 
glass bottles, or you have to 
use tire same bag at the super¬ 
market, with paying a lot to get 
a new one, then you have tins 
emp oweim ent scenario as so cl - 
ated with our discussion." 

'These three poults are re¬ 
latively "low hanging fruit" to 
research and add into your po¬ 
ll cy fram ework," continu e d 
Mr. Butler "These don't re¬ 
quire a big investment in re¬ 
gards to public resources. They 
do require an investment m re¬ 
gards to a public education 
gambit, it is m these areas that 
I felt that the policy could 
focus more upon."

US secures Romanian air

Out-of-fuel European satellite to come 


crashing down 


PARIS (AFP) - A satellite 
monitoring Earth's gravity 
held since 2009 will run 
out of fuel "in the coming 
days" and eventually 
crash, with little risk to hu¬ 
mans, the European Space 
Agency said yesterday. 

About 40 to SO frag¬ 
ments with a combined 
mass of 250 kilograms 
(S50 pounds) are proj ected 
to hit our planet within 
weeks of the GOCE satel¬ 
lite running out of fuel, ac¬ 
cording to spacecraft 
operations manager Christoph 
Steiger. 

"We are veiy close to the 
end," he told AFP yesterday, 
when the pressure in die satel¬ 
lite's fuel tank dropped helow 
2 5 bar -- the minimum re¬ 
quired for full operation.

US think tank disputes N.Korea nuclear 


progress report 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A US 
think tank yesterday disputed a 
study that North Korea's nu¬ 
clear program was developing 
beyond the world's ability to 
control it and, as evidence, 
pointed to support by China 
At a conference fast month 
in Seoul, two US scholars pre¬ 
sented a report saying that 
North Korea appeared to be 
cap able d f pr o duemg key com- 
ponents of the gas centrifuges 
needed to enrich uranium 
Joshua Pollack, who pro¬ 
duced the report with Massa¬ 
chusetts Institute of Techno¬ 
logy nuclear scientist Scott. 
Kemp, said that the findings 
show r ed that the longstanding 
global response to North 
Korea of export controls, sanc¬ 
tions and interdictions "has 
probably reached its limit of 
effectiveness" 

But the Washington-based 
Institute for Science and inter¬ 
national Security said it saw 
fl aws in the analysi s an d 
stressed that much remains 
murky about North Korea. 

The institute sad it. has 
learned of North Korea's re¬ 
cent import from China, its 
main ally, of restricted cam¬ 


pul er-numen c ally control 1 ed 
machine tools, which would 
indicate it is not able to pro¬ 
duce such advanced products 
itself 

The institute also said that 
pictures of a key component -- 
a computer-numeric ally con¬ 
trolled flow forming machine - 
- raised suspicions it was 
manufactured in Europe 

Hie institute's David Al¬ 
bright and Qili Hemonen 
praised their fellow scholars 1 
efforts but said that, barring 


other technical evidence, their 
conclusions are “likely incor¬ 
rect, or at least overstated " 
"The possible conclusion of 
tire paper that export controls 
and sanctions are no longer ef¬ 
fective or are unable to ever 
control the supply of illicit 
go ods to North Korea may un¬ 
dermine, as a matter of policy, 
the justification for these ef¬ 
forts, u th ey wro te " I f anything, 
the priority is strengthening 
these measures with China's 
cooperation." they concluded

Volunteers searched the 
river on boats of all sixes, 
mustered for the grim task of 
plucking die dead from the tur¬ 
bulent waters — in some cases 
many miles from the crash 
site 

Souks am one Phommasone 
said he was devastated as he 
prepared to cremate lus wife, 
who died along with her 
mother and father as they re¬ 
turned in the ill-fated aircraft 
from a visit to see die couple's 
daughter in Vientiane 

His wife’s body, lying in a 
simple white co ffin in a temple 
decorated with flowers and 


family photographs, is one of 
die few to be released after 
being identified. The bodies of 
lus parents-in-law were still 
being autopsied, he said

UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Saudi Arabia angrily rejected a 
UN Security Council seat Fri¬ 
day accusing the UN body of 
"double standards" over the 
Syria war and other trouble 
spots m an unprecedented 
diplomatic assault. 

The Saudi move sparked 
disarray at the Security Co un¬ 
ci] where it only won the seat 
on Thursday at a UN General 
Assembly election 

Russia criticised the Saudis' 
"strange" decision but the con¬ 
servative kingdom got a more 
understanding reaction from 
western nations. 

UN leader Ban Ki-moon 
said Saudi Arabia did not im¬ 
mediately send notification of 
its decision ta reject the term 
due tD stait an January 1. 


Diplomats said it could be 
possible ta persuade the Saudi 
government to reverse the de¬ 
cision announced in an outspo¬ 
ken foreign ministry statement 
Saudi Arabia was one of 
five nations elected by the UN 
General Assembly on Thurs¬ 
day to stall a two-year term an 
the Security Council. The oth¬ 
ers were Chad, Chile, Lithua¬ 
nia and Nigeria. All had stood 
unopposed. 

No country has ever won a 
council seat and then refused 
to take it up. 

Saudi Arabia's UN ambas¬ 
sador, Ab dull all Al - M ouallinn, 
gave several press interviews 
hailing the election 

But the celebrations had 
barely finished when the Saudi 
foreign ministry announced 


the withdrawal. 

Russia boycotted council 
meetings ui I960 in a dispute 
over who represents China. 
The council held meetings 
without them. 

In 19SO, Cuba and Colom¬ 
bia failed to get a required ma¬ 
jority m repeat General 
Assembly votes. Hie Council 
met with 14 members for two 
weeks until Mexico was fi¬ 
nally elected. 

If Saudi Arabia maintains 
the threat, the Asia-Pacific 
group of nations would have tD 
propose a new candidate for 
the UN General Assembly to 
vote an. 

Several envoys said that ef¬ 
forts would be made to per¬ 
suade Saudi Arabia to take up 
its seat.

Family decides when to cut off 
life support: court 


OTTAWA (AFP) - Family, ant 
doctors, should decide when to 
cut off life support, the Supreme 
Court of Canada ruled Friday in 
the case of a severely-brain 
damaged man. 

In a 5-2 split daemon, the jus¬ 
tices said Hassan Rasouli's 
Toronto doctors must obtain 
consent from Ins wife to discon¬ 
nect feeding and hydration 
tubes, or failing that apply for 
permission from a quasi-judicial 
board that addresses matters of 
cons ent in he slth care. 

Rasouli, 61, fell into a coma 
after undergoing hram surgery 
far a benign tumor in 2010 

Since then, the retired engi¬ 
neer has been in a persistent 
vegetative state with no hope for 


recovery according to Ins doc¬ 
tors. 

But ins wife Panchehr 
Salas el, citing then Shia Mushm 
faith and her b eh ef that Ins small 
hand and facial movements 
showed he is "minimally con¬ 
scious," refused consent for 
pulling out the tubes keeping 
him alive. 

Clnef Justice Beverley 
McLachlm, writing for the major¬ 
ity, 'Called the case a "tragi c, yet in¬ 
creasingly common conflict " 

She noted drat modem medi¬ 
cine may keep a person alive for 
a very long time, but wondered 
what should happen if there is 
"no prospect for recovery and 
only a long progression of com¬ 
plications as the body deterio¬ 


rates." 

In the end, the high court 
skirted ethical concerns raised 
by doctors and accepted a def¬ 
inition of life support as a form 
of medical treatment, whose 
withdrawal requires consent 
from a patient or next-of-kin, 
according to Ontario law. 

Hie ruling applies only to On¬ 
tario province, but five other 
provinces have aimla health 1 aws. 

Justice Andromache Karakat- 
sanis m a dissenting opinion 
said Ontario province's health 
act does not "give patients, or 
their substitute decision-makers, 
the right to insist on die contin¬ 
uation of treatment that is futile, 
harmful, or contrary to medical 
standards of care."

report 

SHANGHAI (AFP) - Ayoung 
Chinese couple are facing 
criminal punishment for "sell¬ 
ing their infant daughter and 
using the proceeds Ed buy an 
Apple iPhone, state media said 
Friday. 

Shanghai prosecutors have 
brought a case against them for 
human trafficking after they il¬ 
legally put their third child up 
for adoption online and ac¬ 
cepted money for the baby, the 
Liberation Daily reported. 

Investigators found the 
mother, whose full name was 
not given, used the money to 
buy an iPhone, high-end sports 
shoes and other goods, it said. 

Apple's products are wildly 
popular in China, where a 
teenager sold his kidney and 
used the hinds to buy an 
iPhone and iPad in an incident 
widely reported last year. 

But the couple told police 
that they wanted the girl to 
have abetter upbringing than 
they could afford, since they 
already had two children,. 

“ Giving away the child was 
not for obtaining benefits, but 
giving the child better guaran¬ 
tees," one said 

Some Chinese, especially in 
rural areas, have a traditional 
preference for sons though re¬ 
ports did not. say if the child's 
gender was also a factor in the 
case. 

Online commentary con¬ 
demned the couple, though 
som e us ed hi ack humour to d e - 
scrtb e m o d em Chm es e so ci ety 
and the quest for wealth. 

Reports did not give the 
amount the couple received for 
the child, but their online post¬ 
ings asked for JO,000 yuan and 
50,000 yuan ($4,900 and 
$ 8 , 200 )

Chemical watchdog says 
14 sites inspected in Syria 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Chem¬ 
ical inspectors have checked 
14 out of more than 20 sites m 
Syria, the world's chemical 
weapons watchdog said Friday 
as atop UN official appointed 
to lead tlie mission headed for 
The Hague. 

“The numb er o f sites visited 
where inspection activities 
have been conducted has in¬ 
creased to 14," the Organisa¬ 
tion for the Prohibition of 
Chemical Weapons said in a 
statement. 

Damascus has identified a 
total of 2D sites but the OPCW 
has not provided an exact 
number, saying only that 
“more than 2D sites" are af¬ 
fected by the ongoing inspec¬ 
tion 

The Hague-based organisa¬ 
tion said on Thursday that it 
had completed "nearly 50 per¬ 
cent" of tire inspection of 
Syria's chemical arsenal, 
winch has to be destroyed by 
mid-2014 A day earlier, it had 
said that 11 sites had already 
been inspected. 

Despite the progress made, 
an OPCW political advisor on 
Syri a told j oumali st s Thurs day 
that security remained a con¬ 
cern for die unprecedented 
mission m the war-tom coun¬ 
try. 

The organisation, winch last 
week was awarded the Nobel 


Peace Prize, and die United 
Nations currently have about 
60 experts working in Syria to 
eradicate chemical weapons. 

The OPCW last month ac¬ 
cepted President Bashar al- 
Assad's application to join the 
Chemical Weapons Conven¬ 
tion, in a bid to stave off a p os- 
sable Western military strike 

Syria formally joined die 
convention on Monday. 

So far Syria has won rare 
praise for its cooperation with 
the inspectors, but the UN has 
stressed that key deadlines in 
die destruction of Syria's 
chemical weapons should be 
met. 

Hus included verifying 
Syria's disclosed chemical 
weapons, identifying key 
equipment, destroying produc¬ 
tion facilities and starting the 
destruction of Category 3 
chemical weapons by Novem¬ 
ber 1 

Meanwhile, die Dutch offi¬ 
cial named by die UN Id head 
die dangerous mission in Syria 
"is scheduled to visit The 
Hague soon for briefings and 
discussions," die OPCW said, 
declining to give exact dates. 

SigridKaag, a UN assistant 
secretary-general who speaks 
fluent Arabic arid has wide 
Middle East experience was 
appointed on Wednesday to 
head die mission.

European stocks 
China growth 


LONDON (AFP) - European 
stock markets climbed yester¬ 
day and the euro hit a fresh 
dollar high as traders cheered 
accelerating Chinese growth 
and moved on from the US 
debt ceiling saga 

Markets breathed a sigh of 
relief that. US lawmakers on 
Wednesday agreed a deal to re¬ 
open the government and avert 
a default, with the earnings 
season now driving the mood. 

Frankfurt's DAX 30 
climbed 0.60 percent to set a 
new record close at. 3,365 1 
points, and the CAC 4Q m 
Paris jumped 1.09 percent to 
4,336 03 paints, its highest 
closing level tins year 

In London, the benchmark 
FTSE 100 index added 0.71. 
percent to 6,633.53 points, 
while Madrid's Ibex 35 rose 
0.S4 percent to climb back 
above the 10,000 point level 
for the first time since July 
3011 

"A strong improvement in 
Chinese GDP data along with 
an anticipation of continued 
Fed stimulus into 3014 has 
given Europe's markets further 
impetus into the end of the 
week, as investors celebrate 
the fact tliat the uncertainty of 
the last three weeks coming 
from the US has finally been 
concluded in the short term," 
said Michael Hcwsdii at CMC 
Markets UK. 

China's economy expanded 
by 7 8 percent year-on-year m 
July-Sept ember, official data 
showed on Friday, breaking 
two quarters of slowing 
growth. 

On die foreign exchange 
market, the European single 
currency hit an 3 5-month high 
against the dollar for a second 
day running, climbing to 
$1.3704. 


It later stood at $1 3693, 
which compared with $1.3677 
in New York late on Thursday. 
The dollar fell to 97.77 yen 
from 97.91 yen on Thursday 

Sterling was about steady at 
1.1831 euro, and firmed to 
$1.6137. 

The price of gold fell to 
$1,316 50 an ounce on the 
London Bullion Market, from 
$1,319.35 on Thursday. Gold 
has hit three-month highs tins 
week, with the precious metal 
benefiting from its safe haven 
investment status amid the US 
debt strains. 

"Although the (US) deal is 
temporary, and therefore risks 
a repeat of the recent political 
and fiscal dysfunction, the 
markets are assuming that the 
Federal Reserve will simply 
extend its ac co mmo d ahv e p o 1 - 
icy and delay tapering of its 
bond purchases in order to off¬ 
set any adverse impacts on the 
economy," said Neil MacKin¬ 
non, economist atVTB Capital 
Research. 

"The US dollar has been the 
immediate casualty in all of 
this and is weaker against, the 
major currencies," he added 
yesterday 

The bill restarts govern¬ 
ment operations until January 
I5 and raises the debt ceiling 
until February 7, giving law¬ 
makers time to draw up a 
longer term deal. 

Wall Street was mostly in 
positive territory on the back 
of bumper quarterly profits 
from Google, which saw its 
shares gain more than 13 per¬ 
cent to over the $1,000 mark 
for the first time 

In midday trade the Dow 
Jones industrial Average was 
fiat, while the S&P 500 rose 
0.40 percent and the tech- 
heavy Nasdaq gained 0.90 per-

"The assumption is that the 
Fed, in recognition of this, wiE 
delay the wind-down of its 
quantitative easing program," 
foreign exchange tr aders Mon¬ 
ey coip said in a note to clients.

Back to borrowing: US debt 
springs after ceiling lifted 
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WASHINGTON(AFP) - The 
US Treasury moved quickly to 
feed the country's appetite for 
borrowing after an llth hour 
political deal lifted the debt 
ceiling to avoid default data 
showed yesterday. 

Treasury figures showed 
tire government went to the 
markets for an additional $3 DO 
million almost as soon as the 
$ 1 6.1 trillion cap was removed 
with the signature of President 
Barack Obama in the wee 
hours of Thursday morning 

By the end of Thursday, the 
country's debt had risen to 
$17 03 trillion. Treasury data 
showed At least part of the 
rise came with the resumption 
of the sale of state and local 
government senes securities, 
winch were suspended on May 
17 after the $16.7 trillion ceil¬ 
ing was set and the Treasury 


needed to juggle operations to 
remain beneath it for as long as 
possible. 

The US needs to borrow r in¬ 
creasingly more to bridge a 
monthly deficit averaging 
around $dD billion 

But refusal by congres¬ 
sional Republicans to raise the 
ceiling m order to extract po¬ 
litical concessions from their 
Democratic rivals and the 
White House almost farced the 
Treasury into a position of 
being cash short and defaulting 
on its obligations, including 
the debt 

A last-minute political deal

room for a new battle d!' 
brinksmanship over govern¬

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Mexico lawmakers back tax on junk food, pet treats 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - Me¬ 
xico's lower house has ap¬ 
proved a disputed fiscal 
reform plan that includes 
taxes on sugary drinks, junk 
food and pet treats to boast 
government revenue in Latin 
America's second economy. 

President Enrique Pena 
Nieto has pushed the legisla¬ 
tion, which would aiso raise 
taxes on higher earners, to 


improve the country's lack¬ 
luster tax collection, one of 
the lowest in the region 

But soft drink firms and 
other businesses have criti¬ 
cized the proposed taxes as 
bad for the economy, taking 
out advertisements m news¬ 
papers to oppose the legisla¬ 
tion. 

The chamber of deputies 
approved the general outline 


of the bill 317-164 late 
Thursday and voted on the 
details early yesteray. It now 
goes to the Senate. 

The legislation includes 
levies aimed at reducing obe¬ 
sity in M exi c o, whi eh nval s 
the United States for the du¬ 
bious title of world's fattest 
nation, with 71 percent of the 
population overweight. 
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Brazil reports higher beef exports, 
eyes new markets 



RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Brazilian beef exports have 
risen steadily this year, mpart 
due tD the weaker real and 
producers hope international 
trade accords will help them 
win new markets, notably in 
Asia. 

"Between January and Sep¬ 
tember, exports surged 19 4 
percent over the same period 
1 ast year," according tD die As- 
sociation of Brazilian Beef 
Exporters (AEIEC). 

With nearly 2 DO million 
head of cattle, Brazil is the 
world's leading beef exporter 
and tins year sales abroad 
have totaled I D S million tons 
valued at $4 S billion, AEIEC 
said m a statement. 

"This year's surge is due m 
part to die weak real {national 
currency);" AEIEC executive 
dire eta r F ernan do S amp ai o 
said Friday, adding that the 
country lias other competitive 


advantages and can meet 
growing demand, notably in 
Asia 

Today, Latin America's 
biggest economy accounts for 
nearly 20 percent of world 
beef exports, with Hong 
Kong, Russia and the Euro¬ 
pean Union as its mam clients. 

"This trend of rising Brazil¬ 
ian exports should last at least 
one year," according to Fer¬ 
nando Iglesias, an analyst 
with the agn business consult¬ 
ing firm Sa£ras e Mercado 

"With rising demand from 
exporters, Brazilian beef has 
reached very high quality lev¬ 
els and there is no indication 
that countries will dose their 
borders," he said. 

But some countries have 
raised sanitary issues. 

Last December, six coun¬ 
tries suspended their imports 
of Brazilian beef aver a two- 
year-old case of mad cow dis¬ 


ease 

Scientists believe the dis¬ 
ease was caused by using in¬ 
fected p arts o f cattie to make 
feed for other cattl e. 

Brazilian officials insisted 
the Parana :ase poses no risk 
to public health or to animal 
hygiene. 

And tins has since been 
confirmed by the World Or¬ 
ganization for Animal Health 
(DIE) 

Moscow has eased its re¬ 
strictions, allowing six 
Brazilian slaughterhouses to 
resume shipments to Russia 
on October 11 
Eut Erasilia plans to turn to 
the World Trade Organiza¬ 
tion's sanitary committee next 
week to demand a lifting of the 
suspension by China, Japan 
and South Africa 
These three markets repre¬ 
sent only 1.5 percent of total 
Brazilian exports, "but tins is a 
matter of principle and 
image," according to Sampaio 
By using halal slaughgter 
rites, Brazil also exports to 
several Muslim countries such 
as Egypt, Iran and Algeria. 

"We are today targeting In¬ 
donesia," a Muslim country 
with 2^5 million people, said 
the AEIEC executive. 

But he noted that Indone¬ 
sian law bans any import from 
countnes affected by foot-and- 
mouth disease, which still ex¬ 
ists in some Brazilian regions. 


Nobel winners urge Russia 
to drop Greenpeace piracy 
charges 



MOSCOW (AFP) - Eleven 
Nobel Peace Prize winners 
have called on Russian Presi¬ 
dent Vladimir Putin to ensure 
that ’excessive charges of 
piracy" laid against 30 Green¬ 
peace activists are dropped, 
Greenpeace said on Thursday. 

Hie Russian authorities have 
charged the 30 crew members 
with piracy, which carries a 
maximum sentence of 15 
years, after they staged a 
protest against Arctic oil 
drilling last month. 

Tire activists from IS coun¬ 
tries have been placed m pre¬ 
trial detention until late 
November, where their lawyer 
said they have to endure "inhu¬ 
man conditions." 

Hie Nobel laureates includ¬ 
ing Soutli African Bishop 
Desmond Tutu and former 
President of East Timor Jose 
Ramos Horta said that an oil 
spill in the Arctic w r ouid have 


a "catastrophic impact" dh 
1 o cal c ommuniti es. 

Putin has said that the ac¬ 
tivists from Greenpeace's 
Dutch-flagged vessel "of 
course are not pirates" but ins 
spokesman later said the pres¬ 
ident had expressed his own 
opinion. 

The Netherlands has filed a 
legal case over the crew's ar¬ 
rest and on Wednesday, Ger¬ 
man Chancellor Angela 
Merkel voiced concern in a 
phone call to Putin over the de¬ 
tention of the Greenp eace ac¬ 
tivists

Dutch say Russian 
embassy fiat break-in 
'regular burglary* 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - A 
Russian embassy fiat in The 
Hague was broken into on 
Thursday night, the latest inci¬ 
dent to spike tensions between 
the two countries which Dutch 
police said appeared to be a 
regular burglary 

"Some personal effects were 
stolen, I can't say what," police 
spokeswoman Ellen van Zijl 
told AFP Dii Friday, adding 
that no arrests had yet been 
made over the break-in at a 
house located close to the 
Russian embassy grounds. 

The building contains sev¬ 
eral apartments and is man¬ 
aged by the Russian embassy 
but has no diplomatic status, 
police said m a statement 

"The break-in fits the 
modus operandi of recent bur¬ 
glaries in that part of town," it 
added 

The Russian foreign min¬ 
istry said that embassy staff 
had discovered that one of the 
apartments had been broken 


into when they returned home 
from work. 

Russia expects the Dutch 
authorities to take exhaustive 
measures in order to establish 
the culprits of tins crime," it 
said. 

The break-in came days 
after a senior Dutch diplomat 
at The Netherlands embassy in 
Moscow was beaten up at his 
home in the Russian capital by 
unknown attackers. 

Dutch police said no dam¬ 
age was done to Hie Hague 
apartment and "notiling was 
daubed on the walls," in ap¬ 
parent reference to a heart and 
the letters LGBT (standing for 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, trans- 
gender) left drawn in lipstick 
at the Dutch diplomat’s fiat in 
Moscow 

Whoever broke in entered 
through the front door and did 
no damage, police said, adding 
that they were working with 
the Russian embassy on inves¬ 
tigating the incident.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Pey¬ 
ton Manning, who has thrown 
22 touchdowns in leading 
Denver to a 6-0 start, takes the 
Broncos to Indianapolis Sun¬ 
day m what promises to be an 
emotional return to Ins former 
NFL home. 

The quarterback himself 
whose 14-season tenure in In¬ 
dianapolis yielded four Most 
Valuable Player awards and a 
Super Bowl title in 2007, says 
he honestly doesn't knowhow 
hell feel. 

"Football is certainly an 
emotional game, but to predict 
liDwyou will feel ' 1 I just don't 
know" 

But the game — which will 
pit Manning against tire young 
quarterback the Colts drafted 
as lus successor in 2012, An- 
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sparked plenty o f feeling. 

Broncos coach John Fox 
took Colts owner Jim hsay to 
task for comments made to 
USA Today, in which Irsay 
said the decision to release 
Maiming was an effort to build 
a seam that could win more 
Super Bowls. 

Irsay told the newspaper 
that seeing New England, 
Pittsburgh and the New York 
Giants rack up multiple Super 
Bowl wins as the Colts man¬ 
aged just one in Manning's 
tenure "leaves you frustrated". 

Fox called the remarks “dis¬ 
appointing and in appropriate" 
but he wasn't surprised that 
Manning opted not to com¬ 
ment. 

"Peyton w r ould never say 
anything, lie's too classy for 
that," Fox said "But they 
sounded a little ungrateful and 
unappreciative to me for a guy 
that has set a standard, won a 
Super Bowl, wan division ti¬ 
tles, won four MVP awards.
